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THE C. P. R. AGREEMENT. 


The provisional agreement conclud 
ed between the city couneil and th 
representatives of the C. P. R, is not 
of course, as favorable to the city as 
many of us would like it to have 
been, nor as it was hoped it might b 
But it is the best agreement that two 
councils have been able to secu 
from the company in two conference 
separated in point of time by a year 
and a hali, and after a course of ne- 
yotiations extending over a far longer: 
period It may fairly be taken 
as the best agreement that it 
practically possible to secure from 
the company, whether or not it em 
bodies all the desirable features from 
the city’s standpoint. The alternativ 
before the city seems to be therefore 
to accept the agreement or to go be 
fore the railway commission to defend 
its side of the case against the appli- 
cation of the company for permission 
to enter the city on their own #@erms 
and conditions. That the agreement 
is not markedly more favorable than 
the tentative agreement of 1907 is in 
itself evidence that the company have 
conceded all they intend to conceds 
peaceably, and that we have eith 
to accept the agreement or to fight 


Probably the least satisiuctory par 
of the agreement—aos of that conelud 
ed a year and a half ago—is that the 
city undertakes to pay the damages of 
property-holders for depreciation of 
value due to the entrance of the road 
Logically the obligations that should 
rest upon the company and the city 
respectively seem to be reversed, One 
would consider it fair that the city 
should bear the expense of putting 
u overhead bridges and subways in 
return for the advantage of having 
the road; ahd that the company should 
piy the damages occasioned by the 
building of their road, To this the 
company object that if they were the 
party liable ior the damages the am- 
ount of damages would be far in ex- 
oss of that which would be required 
of the city. If the damages dlaimed 
were all to be settled out of court th 
might be good prophecy though bad 
argument tut nobody expects such 
claims to be settled without appeal 
to the courts. The company’s repre 
sentation thereore amounts to a claim 
that the courts of the land would 
assess heavier damages against them 
than against the city. This is ar 
assumption that the judges of the land 
are prejudiced against the company 
in favor af the city. The company 


may have reasons for representing this 


to be so, but it is an unsafe maxin 
ior the city to go upon. If we accept 
the agreement we must do so expect 
ing to be sued for damage 
large as would be claimed from the 


s just a 


company and to shave to pay just a 
much as the company would have to 
pay. We hhave no just reason to ex 
pect merey beltause we are the city 
and not the company. And in any 
event it is poor argument to aay that 
we should assume the company’s bur 
den simply because that burden js 
heavy li the damages claimed 
against the city or the company in 
respect of the entrance of the road 
now are large the fault is that the 
company did not make their entrane 


when the claiins would not have been 


60. large It certainly is not good 
argument to say that because th 
eompany did not emer Edmonton 
five or ten years ago that the city 
sliould assume the expenses incidenta 
to their doing so now. Because they 
did not come when we wanted them to 
come is no argument at al] that we 
should pay the damage bills of thei: 
coming when they cau no longer stay 
out, . 

The weakness in the city’s case, of 
course, is that we want something 
fram the company. We want traffic 
attachments put on their bridge, These 
attachments they are presumably at 
liberty 40 allow or to refuse, We hav 
no apparent mght to assume that th: 
railway commission would force them 
to put on the attachments at our re- 
quest, even ai wwe bore the expense 
The board might do so, but we do not 
know that they would do it. The com- 
pany from the beginning have held 
the permission to put on these attach.

Amongst other 
men and shippers 
the booklet makes 
points: 

“Shippers and consignees blame the 
carrier when a shipment of freight 
fails to reach destination or is de- 
livered to consignee in a lamaged 
condition But a small number stop 
to think it more their fault than 
the carrier's In the beginaing, the 
fundamental rule of carriers in ac 
cepting merchandise was the requil 
ing of each package to be plainly 
marked, showing full name of con 
signee and destination From a will- 
ingness to oblige patrons this vital 
requirement has been so far ‘‘side- 
tracked,”’ s0 to speak, that it is not 
unusual) for boxes, bales, bundles and 
pieces to’ be accepted without any 
marks Coupled to the disappear- 
ance of full marks came the gradual 
decline in the strength of packages 
in which goods are shipped Boxes 
and sacks are made of thinner mater 
ial, crates are substituted for boxes, 
and sacks ure pow being used ‘by 
some shippers for articles which 
should not be shipped in them, To 
insure the prompt and safe delivery 
of goods, it is mecessary for the ship- 
per to plainly mark each and = every 
peckage, bundle or piece of an less 
carload shipment, showing this in- 
formation: Consignee’s name in full; 
bill of lading destination in full; 
state in which destination is located; 
if more than one etation in same stat: 
of same name, full game of county 
must be shown; all previous shipping 
marks must be obliterated 

The name of consignee and destina 
tion must be legibly written or sten 
eilled, and as far away from = any 
other writing or marks possible 
It is a great help to all when ship 
per’s name and location are als 
shown, with the word “from’’ preced 
lng them 

Every package, bundle or piece of 
fered for shipment should be present 
ed to carrier in condition to stand 
the wear and tear not only via all 
rail routes, but also the additional 
handling den iratisperta
